Us Washington correspondent: 


Sweeping orders have been sent out 


by the navy department that will affect 
the repairs on naval vessels in nearly 
every navy yard in tiie country. Be- 
cause of the rapid expenditure of con- 
fess appropriations for repairs, it has 
been found necessary to curtail where- 
over possible. It is said that so extra- 
ordinary has been the demand on the 
exchequer for repairs that m some bu 
reaus the appropriation given to cover 
repairs up to next July was found to be 
more than half expended on the first of 
October. At this rate the department 
was threatened with a totuJ lack of 
fundH for repairs of vessels even before 
half the fiscal year had passed. As no 
other fund was available fur the pur- 
pose, it was apparent to the depart 
ment that some naming action must be 
taken at once; consequently Secretary 
Long, after a consultation with bureau 
chiefs, has issued instructions that re- 
pairs shall be continued on only such 
vessels as are needed for service. 


New York, it is said, will not be nf 


ected by the order at present, an such 
work us is now under way IB being bur 
nod to completion because of actual 
need. Boston and Portsmouth, on the 
other band, are materially affected 
It 


s alno a mutter of general interest that 
Admiral Dewey's ttngsbip, the Olywpia, 
s among tho veHselu in the Bostou yard 
on which all work is ordered stopped. 
But two vessels at this yard are not 
affected bv the secretary's,"order. Thcae 
are the Machias and the Chesapeake. 
The Machias has been ordered to Ma- 
nila, and such repairs as she is under 
;oing are rendered absolutely necessary 
io fit 1ier for the long icurney and for 
service in the Philippine. 


The Chesapeake has just been com- 


pleted at Bath, and is being put ID 
shape for her trial trip. In view of 
this it would be impossible for tho de- 
partment to delay work on her. The 
instructions issued order that the w»rk 
necessary on these vessels be completed 
with all possible dispatch. Should no 
remedy be found for the present state 
of affairs, it seems not improbable that 
on the completion of the work on these 
vessels there must be a period of inac 
lion at the yards. All work on the fbl- 
lowing vessels at Boston has been or* 
dered to cease at once: Olympia, Peo- 
ria, Sterling and Vicksburg.

London. Oct 27.— General White's 
combined forces in Ladynmlth hare 
been reinforced strongly from Pieter- 
marittburg. 


Fresh troops have arrived by trans- 
port at Durban and Cape Town. Five 
thousand additional also have been or- 
dered to sail from England. 
Free State Boers and Transvaalers, 


under Joubert, are closing in on Lady- 
smith, and a big battle is imminent 


Advices received from Pretoria, tbe 
Transvaal capital, minimize the losses 
in the various fights with the British. 
Still they admit a loss of 100 in killed 
and wounded and 300 missing at 
Elaudslaagte. 


Cape Town. Oct. 27. — Col. Plumer, 


commanding the British forces in 
Rhosdesia, has engaged tbe Boers at 
Rhodes' Drift, on tiie northern frontier 
of the Transvaal. The Boer casual- 
ties in the fight were six killed. Four 
of them were taken prisoners. 


Bombardment Was Renewed. 


.London, Oct. 27. — A dispatch from 
Pretoria, dated Oct 24, says: "Gen. 
Cronje has begun bombarding Mafe- 
king. 
The women and children were al- 


lowed ample time to leave town." A 
second dispatch, oateU Oct. 26, says 
that bombardment was renewed, set- 
ting fire to the tev>ii. The missing 
Eighteenth Hussan were captured by 
the Boers and ha^e arrived in Pre- 
toria. One hundred killed and wound- 
ed is the official estimate of the Boers 
of their losses in the battle of Elands- 
laagte. Three hundred were captured. 


General White has reported the safe 


arrival of General Yule in Ladysmith. 
His men were fagg;> 1 out. but they got 
through without a battle. It is an- 
nounced that General Joubert consid- 
erately telegraphed to General White 
the fact of Gene:al Symon's death. 
General White has cabled tbe War 
Office that General Yule left 
his 


wounded in Dundee, deeming them 
safer there than on a hard forced 
march. 
Five thousand 
additional troops 


have been ordered to sail for South 
Africa between Nov. 4 and Nov. 18. 


Mafeklng Shelled Again. 


Pretoria, Oct. 27 — The second day's 


bombardment of Mafeking has been 
worse than the flrsi. The whole town 
seems to be, in flames. The Surrey 
Hotel, which was shattered by a shell 
on Tuesday, has been struck again 
and burned to the ground. 


The steeples of three churches are 
pillars of flame. The English Club is 
destroyed and the warehouses are in 
ruins. Tbe barracks of the Beehua- 
naland border police are also gone, 
and much of the residence quarter is 
blazing. The old stone fort has been 
knocked to pieces. 
The English women and non-com- 
batants who had elected to remain in 
town moved out when the place began 
to burn. They vine not molested. 


Between the Boers and the ruins of 


the town Colonel Baden-Powell's 600 
Colonial troops and l,4t>0 irregulars 
hold their trenches a,nd the artillery 
fire has not, apparently, made any 
seiious impression on them. It would 
seem to be Genernl Cronje's plan to 
make Mafeking not worth holding, 
rather than attempt to drive the Eng- 
lish out.

N«w York, Oct. 27.—Detective Ser- 
geants Price and McCafferty called at 
tbe Morgue, accompanied by a tall, 
handsome woman, dressed in black 
and about thirty-five years old. They 
asked to be shown the dismembered 
portions ol the murdered woman's 
body.

room and remained there for thirty- 
five minutes.

Sir William Penn Symons, the British 
comander at Glencoe, who was shot 
in the stomach in the battle with the 
Boers there Oct 20 has been officially 
announced in the House of Commons. 


Western Grain Shipments Benefited 


The Railroads. 


Chicago, Oct. 27.—Lake carriers 


have this year received the smallest 
proportion of the grain carrying trade 
between Chicago and the seaboard 
that they have had in the past five 
years. The chief cause has been the 
high freight rates and the small num- 
ber of grain vessels available on ac- 
count o£ competition among the ore 
shippers. The rate wars begun be 
tween the Chicago and St. Louis lines 
during the season have forced railroad 
freights to the lowest points known in 
years and have resulted in the absorp- 
tion by the roads of practically all the 
oats shipping trade. Thus far this 
year the lake lines have only carried 
13,000,000 bushels of oats, while the 
railroads have carried over 57,000,000 
bushels. Last year the lake lines car- 
ried 50,000,000 bushels of oats. 
Corn shipments to date by the lakes 


are about 43,000,000 bushels less than 
thev were last season, while the rail- 
roads have carried so far this year 
11 000,000 bushels more than they did 
during the whole jear of 1898. The 
total of all kinds of grain carried by 
the lakes from Chicago in 1898 was 
158,263,526 bu&hels ancl by eastern 
railroads 103,505,468 bushels. To date 
this year the total by the lakes is 
75,240,468 bushels as compared with 
107,827,706 by rail.

the subject of government for the 
Philippines and Porto Rico alone for a 
year.

CUImttf That 8om« Are Mad* to Ap- 


p*ar. Indebted to The Ship—Forced 
To Sail In An Unseaworthy Vessel— 
Defective Rigging Causes The In- 
stant Death of One of The Crew. 


New York, Oct. 27.—Two sailors, 


who give their names as Ernest Frank 
and Kirl Gautier.have appeared at the 
district attorney's office to make a 
complaint against Capt. William J. 
Lermond of the merchant 
vessel 


Joseph B. Thmoas. The story the 
sailors tell is an unusual one. 
They 


say that after a voyage of three years 
most of the crew were discharged at 
this port without receiving a cent of 
pay. One of them, according to the 
ship's books, is to receive juat $1.50: 
while another, instead of receiving 
pay, 
is charged with a debt of $35 to 
the ship. The sailors' statement fol- 
lows: 


Three years ago the Joseph B. 


Thomas, an American merchant ves- 
sel, left this port for a voyage around 
the world, with the necessary papers 
properly drawn out und a full crew. 
But it did not take the sailors long to 
find out that, though the ship was 
properly certified, she was in far from 
seaworthy condition. Her rigging, ac- 
cording to their story, was rotten 
throughout. They 
complained, but 


received only abuse in. return. At 
Newcastle, Australia, the ship was 
again passed by the proper authori- 
ties, and proceeded to Honolulu. That 
was early last May. They had scarce- 
ly left Newcastle when one of the 
sailors, who was aloft, fell fifty feet 
to the deck and was instantly killed. 
Clasped tight in the dead man's hand, 
say tlie sailors, was a fragment of the 
'rotten rigging. It had broken in two 
'places with his weight. - This incrimi- 
'nating bit of roue was taken from the 
corpse's grasp by the mate, a son of 
Capt. Lermorid, and thrown overboard. 
'] here was nothing tho crew could do 
except mutiny or endure their condi 
tion for the rest of the voyage. They 
did nothing until they arrived at tho 
port of Honolulu late in May, and 
then, instead of appealing to the con 
sul there, with a sailor's character- 
istic lack of foresight they all ran 
away. Of course, most of them were 
caught, and for ten days they were im- 
prisoned on the island until the ship 
was ready to sail. From that point 
the course lay around the Cape and up 
the South American coast to New 
York. Last week the ship arrived, 
consigned to W. R. Grace as agent. 
Four days ago the crew were paid off, 
and from each man's wages was sub- 
tracted the alleged cost of police and 
detention work in Hawaii—?6G a man. 
Here again they showed the character- 
istic helplessness of the sailor. In- 
stead of keeping together and present- 
ing Iheir olaiin in a body, they scat- 
tered, and only a few realized the 
other day that rediess might be ob- 
tained, and accordingly have appealed 
to tho district attorney. Clark H. Ab- 
bott, counsel for the Legal Aid So- 
ciety, has their case in hand, but it is 
doubtful whether Anything can be 
done, owing to the lack of witnesses. 


Capt Lermond insists that the en- 


tire story is a Lxbrication on the part 
of Ihe crew, due to their anger at be- 
ing charged with the costs of their de- 
sertion. He says that the ship's rig- 
ging was in good condition, and that 
Schwartz, as was reported at Hono- 
lulu, "died at sea." Ho says further 
that far from having unjustly docked 
the crew's wages, he was instrumental 
in getting one of them released form 
jail.On the other hand, the complaining 
sailors have beon consistent in their 
charges, which they have made in the 
presence of Joseph M. Dickey, the 
United States shipping commissioner 
of this port, and also before the Uni- 
ted States district attorney. 
Capt. 


Lermond will be allowed to state his 
side of the case to W. R. Grace, the 
agent, who has requested a full ac- 
count.

[jftuliar damage suit has been filed in, 
the Circuit Court against Dr. George 
W. Eddingnelfl. 4 promitient practic-i 
i»S ^Physician of Crawfordsville, by 
Thomas Burke for $10.000. He al- 
leges that some time ago Dr. Edding- 
field was called to attend Mrs. Burke. 
He did not respond, refusing to go 
even on a second call, and that after 
the fee had been tendered him. Be- 
fore another physician could be se- 
cured Mrs. Burke and an infant child 
died. The plaintiff claims that the 
doctor is responsible for their death. 
There is no record of a similar case 
having ever been brought, and the out- 
come will be noted with peculiar in- 
terest by the medical fraternity.

For a Pacific Cable. 


Washington, Oct. 27.—In official and 


diplomatic quarters attention is being 
directed to the question, of a Pacific 
cable linking this country v.ith the 
Philippines and points beyond, and it 
is understood this Government and 
those 
foreign, governments which 


would be affected by the cable ate 
considering the subject. 


The officials here are assembling 


data and preparing cable maps with 
the expectation that the matter will 
be brought to the early attention of 
Congress. In a general way the pro- 
ject is for a cable of four links, name- 
ly1 From San Francisco to Hawaii, 
2,120 
miles; from Hawaii to Wake 


Island, 2.044 miles: from Wake Island 
to Guam, 1,293 miles; from Guam to 
Manila, 1,350 miles. 


T-hese landing points are all within 


the control of the United States. 
Th*s would connect all the American 
possessions in the Pacific by a line 
crossing 
no foreign territory. Be- 


sides this, the plan permits of an ex- 
mmsion bo as to get two outlets to 
Asia and the Far East. 


The first of these would be from 


Manila to the Japanese island of For- 
mosa, from which island Japan has 
built a line to the Jananese coast and 
the mainland of Asia. The second 
outlet would be from Hawaii south to 
Fannings Island, at which point the 
newly projected British cable from 
Vancouver to New Zealand crosses.

Guarding Against; Thieves. 


Very few persons know 'that one of 


the greatest banking institutions in the 
world guards itself against would-be 
thieves in the same manner, as farmers 
in certain parts of Italy guard them- 
selves against bandits, namely, by pay- 
ing them tribute.
